\SQUITH PROMISES

London, June 11—Premier As- 
quith announced in the house of 
commons today his Intention to in- 
troduce the promised bill to amend 
the Irish home rule bill before any 
further progress Is made by the 
house of lords with the second 
reading of the main measure. The 
Unionists thus far have won the 
day with their insistent demands 
that he should take this action. 

The lords will be entirely free to 
change the ameriding bill as they 
think proper, and it is generally 
assured that they will Insert pro- 
visions for the unconditional ex- 
clusion of Ulster from the opera- 
tion of the Irish home rule bill, 
and also for the protection of the 
protestant minority in the rest of 
Ireland,

Regret Expressed at Losing 


Ottawa, June 11.—On the motion of 


Premier Borden, seconded by Wilfrid 
Laurier, parliament this) morning 
adopted a farewell address to their 


royal highnesses the Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught, regretting thelr ap- 
proaching departure from the dominion 
and in words of high praise expressing 
appreciation of parliament and the 
Canadian people of the splendid ser- 
vices they have rendered the dominion. 

Premier Borden, in opening, pointed 
out that with the growth and develop- 
ment of the overseas dominions the 
powers and the responsibilities of par- 
liments have continually increased so 
that with certaln limitations the Em- 
pire is today a federation of sister 
nations, united by the tles of a com- 
mon and undivided allegiance. He 
said that Canada had been fortunate 
from the first in the selection of the 
men called to fill the office of governor 
general. 

“Nearly three years ago,” continued 
Mr Borden, “the Duke of Connaught 
came to our shores as governor general 
of Canada. It was by no means his 
first visit to this country for he had 
served with his regiment at Montreal 
when this dominion was In its earli- 
est infancy and before the progress 
and development of later years had set 
their mark upon its history. 

His Record Distinguished. 


“As governor he has had unqualified 
opportunity of studying and under- 
standing all that has been accomplished 
in the great march of events since the 
days of 1870. He brought with him the 
record of a distinguished and honor- 
able career in the public service as a 
soldier and diplomat. That career en- 
abled him to know and to realize the 
Empire, to comprehend its wonderful 
power and Its still more w yonderful pos- 
sibilities and to underetand the forces 
that served to unite its vast dominion 
in allegiance. 

“I am convinced that his course as 
constitutional representative of his 

majesty will add additional lustre to 
that record. He undertook the great 
responsibility of the office which he 
now holds at the personal request of 
King Edward VII whose high example 
and devotion to duty and in the con-

the exact method by which he Is to 
be installed. The American govern- 
ment is asking that an out and out 
constitutionalist be chosen for presi- 
dent, but a man broad enough to res- 
pect the rights of the other political 
factions. Also the United States ob- 
jects to having Huerta Nterally ap- 
point his successor by permitting him 
to name as foreign minister the man 
who would be chosen for succession as 
provisional president. A serious hitch 
has arisen on these points. 

The American government ts Insist- 
ent that the triumph of the revolution 
should be recognized and a constitu- 
tlonalist Installed. The United States, 
having undertaken the responsibility 
of solving the Mexican problem, be- 
lieves that there can be no peace tn 
Mexico until the strongest factor—the 
constitutionalists—Is put In absolute 
control, The alternative, it belleves, 
would be a constitutionalist march on 
Mexico City, The attack on Zacatecas 
was recarded as Indicating the Inevit- 
able trend of events if mediation fall- 
ed. Another possibility 1s that If 
mediation is unsuccessful and fighting 
continues, foreign complications may 
arise out of conditions of anarchy that 
would force the American army to 
move from Vera Cruz to Mexico City.

| Winnipeg, June 11.—At a meeting of 
|the Industrial Rureau yesterday after- 
noon violent exception was taken to

A motion was made that the secre- 
tary of state of Canada be requested to 
nsk the United States government for 
the resignation of Consul General Dill!- 
inghain. This resolution, put immedi- 
ately after the reading of the offensive 
sentences, was actually passed, but in 
the course of the discussion the mem- 
bers thought differently of their action, 
it being stated that the consul general 
might have made the © statements 
thoughtlessly, and it was ultimately de- 
cided to appoint a committee of three 
to walt on Mr, Dillington, point out 
the injustice done Winnipeg and west- 
ern Canada, ask that the consul ree 
vise his report in accordance with the 
true facts and give the revision as 
much publicity as the original report. 

Mr. Cox added: “And if Mr. Djl)- 
ingham does not see fit to comply with 
the request, then the secretary of state 
will be asked to take steps for his 
resignation.” 

Several strong statements were made 
during the discussion. One member 
remnarked: “If we have a thoughtless 
consul general here, he should be ask- 
ed to resign.” W. J. Bulman said; “It 
is time that this lying about Winnipez 
was stopped. In his official report, 
which has been published and sent 
throughout the United States, the con- 
sul general here js misrepresenting us.”

Thirty Millions of Dollars Voted 
By Parliament in Few 
Hours, 


PARCELS POST SYSTEM 
SUBJECT TO CRITICISM 


British Government Awaiting 
Development of Wireless 
Across Atlantic, 


Ottawa, June 11,—Despite the 
decision to put the redistribution bill 
on tae statutes before prorogation 
takes place, . the members of both 
hovzes expect the end of the session to 
come this week. The end is expected 
to be on Friday, and if not then, Sat- 
urday. The disposition to wind up 
business was plainly evidenced in the 
Commons yesterday, when millions 
upon millions of money was voted, in- 
cluding no less than thirteen millions 
for the department of public works, 
As one member put it: “The estimates 
were upon the toboggan slide.’ In all 
thirty millions was voted, 

The money voted included the por- 
tions of the main estimates not hither- 
to voted and the supplementary bateh 
brought down a few days ago, Prac- 
tically all the departments were con- 
cerned and throughout the day one 
minister after another explained the 
remaining items that he desired to 
have voted and replied to the eriti- 
cisms of the opposition 

Concurrence in the estimates voted, 
and the redistribution bill, is about all 
the business the Commons has still to 


dispose of, while the work yet to be 
done by the senate is practically con- 
fined to the redistribution bill. 

Post Office Criticism. 

At the evening sitting Hon, R. Le- 
mieux gave a general review of the 
policy of the post office department in 
some matters and asked for a state- 
ment in regard to it from Hon, Mr, 
Pelletier, 

He hoped the British magazine post 
would not be done away with because 
of friction between the British and 
Canadian post office departments. He 
also expressed the hope that something 
might be done to cheapen cable rates, 

Mr, Lemieux then referred to the 
parcels post and stated that whereas 
in the United States it had been so 
successful as to put the express coin- 
panies out of business, in Canada it 
had proved to be more or less of a 
old brick, and was not a success, 
broadly speaking. It certainly had not 
reduced the high cost of living, and 
could. scarcely do. sO When the rates 
were considered. The parcels post rate 
beyond the twenty mile limit from 
Montreal was greater than the express 
rate, The Dominion Express company 
had even been led to issue a statement 
that it was not afraid of the competi- 
tion of the parcels post, 

. Rural Mail Boxes. 

In reply, Hon, Mr, Pelletier guve 
statistics as to the number of rural 
mail boxes now In use. The total 
number is 95,561 boxes, according te 
the latest statement obtainable, or 
about 100,000 up to date. Ontario 
leads with 73,177; Quebec is next with 
7,093; Prince Edward Island 6,641; 
New Brunswick, 3,984; Nova Scotia, 
2,016; British Columbia, 1,844; Mani- 
toba, 693; Saskatchewan, 531, and Al- 
berta, 510, 

Mr. Pelletier said that the system 
was now making great headway in 
Quebec, 

In regard to cable rates, the post- 
master general stated that the Poulson 
wireless stations on the coast of Ire- 
land and at New Castle, N.B,, were 
almost completed. He would not go 
into the question of a new cable across 
the Atlantic for the reason that the 
home government had stated it would 
not join with Canada, New Zealand 
and other dominions affected in such 
a project until more was known of the 
extraordinary progress wireless — tele- 
graphy was making. The government 
had pointed out it would be necessary 
to lay two cables under the Atlantic 
and that it might afterwards be found 
that as good service could have been 
supplied by wireless, 

Magazine Rates. 

As regards British magazine rates, 
Mr, Pelletier said he would not budge 
an inch from his position that Canada 
should obtain a halfpenny for carrying 
these magazines from Liverpool to 
Vancouver, since the British post office 
obtained now one penny for carrying 
them only from London to Liverpool. 
He thought the British authorities 
would accept his proposition, 

Turning to the parcel post question, 
Mr. Pelletier said that there had been 
an organized war in Liberal news- 
papers again this public convenience. 
He read a list of clippings of an article 
published in all the Liberal weeklies In 
Canada, 

Mr. Lemieux: “There is the same 
feeling all over Canada.” 

Mr, Pelletier: “It is an extraordinary 
fact that the same feeling is expressed 
In exactly the same words.” 

This campaign, he said, had had its 
effect against the parcel post, but the 
latter was increasing steadily in spite 
of it. 

Mr. Pelletier said he had in mind the 
establishment of a collecting system of 
parcels post as well as a delivery sys- 
tem.

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LIVING COST 
STILLSRISES: 

A report just issued by the Dominion Department of 
labor shows that a weekly budget of food which would have 
cost $6.95 in 1910 would have cost $7.34 in 1913. In other 
words, there has been an advance of nearly six per cent. l'ak- 
ing the weekly expenditures of a typical Canadian family of 
five upon thirty-six staple articles and upon rent, there was an 
advance of nearly two per cent. in 1913 as compared with 
1912. SE 
Taking 272 commodities selected over the entire field 
of production and consumption, the report shows that the in- 
dex number of wholesale prices advanced from 134.4 to 135.5 
during the year—a considerable advance when one remembers 
what it means when so many articles in common use by every 
family in the Dominion are affected’ During the year there 
was some decline in the prices of liquor and tobaccos, which 
are not necessaries of life, and in some dairy products, etc. 
On the other hand, however, meat prices “reached a general 
level,” the report says, “higher than ever previously exper- 
ienced.”’ 

The index number for animals and meats stood at 108.8 
an advance of an even twenty points over 1912, and of no less 
than 34.2 since 1911. The increase in meat prices in 1913, 
as compared with the prices of 1912, was slightly more than 
twelve per cent. Similarly, fish showed an increase in price, 
while there. was also.a notable advance in the cost of articles 
of clothing. The index number for textiles was 130.8, an ad- 
vance of 10.1 points in the year and an advance of 11.6 points 
over the number for 1911. Boots, leathers and hides, which 
stood at 139.6 in 1911, showed an index number of 163.9 in 
1913—a rise of 24.3 points, and a rise of 11.5 when 1913 is 
compared with 1912: During 1913, the index number for fuel 
and lighting also jumped considerably. 

Taking the figures prepared under the Borden govern- 
ment, then, it is seen that the cost of living continues to mount 
steadily and rapidly. In the same report which gives these 
figures, moreover, it is admitted that in the United States, 
during the year, farm products and other foods showed lower 
than in 1912, while the close of 1913 saw steady decreases in 
the American prices for clothes and clothing, fuel, lumber, 
building materials, implements, etc. In Australia and France, 
prices, instead of rising as they did in Canada, showed a dis- 
tinctly lower level, the report states, than they showed in 1912. 
In Great Britain the index number for the food groups, as 
given by the government, declined during the year from 119.9 
10 117-7, 

Evidently, then, while conditions grew worse in Canada, 
they showed improvement in other countries,

Science Crippling Literature. 


To the Editor of The Capital: 


Your “leader” in tonight's edition Of} and 


The Capital, under the tithe of “Choose 
Your Own Gait,” adapted from some 
remarks made by the veteran Amer- 
ivan naturalist, John Burroughs, were 
perused by me with exceedingly great 
interest. About an hour before reading 
your editorial, I had been maring Aa 
series of notes from an article which 
appeared in the “Literary Digest," by 
the same auther under the satne title, 
which heads this communication. Bur- 
rouchs calls our attention to the con- 
flict now taking place between science 
and literature and art. He says: The 
habit of mind begotten by the con- 
templation of nature, and by our emo- 
tional intercourse with her, is [n many 
ways at enmity with the habit of mind 
begotten by the scientific study of na- 
ture. The former has given us litera- 
ture, art, religion; out of the Intter has 
come our material civilization. Out of 
it has come our enlarged conceptions of 
the physical universe, and a true in- 
sight as to our relations with it, albeit 
this gain seems to have been purchas- 
ed, more or less, at the expense of 
that state of mind that in the past has 
given us the great poets and prophets 
and religious teachers and insptrers. 
literature and art have their genesis 
in love, joy, admiration, speculation, 
and not in the exact knowledge which 
is the foundation of science. Our 
creative faculties may profit by exact 
knowledge of material things, but they 
ean hardly be inspired by it. Inspir- 
ation {s from within, but scientific 
knowledge is from without. Fear, sup- 
erstition, misconception, have played a 
creat part in the literature and relig- 
ion of the past, they have given it re- 
ality, picturesqueness and power; it 
romains to be seen if love, knowledge, 
democracy and human brotherhood can 
do as well, For science to be an- 
thropomorphic Is to cease to be sciences 
and for literature to be anything else 
is to fail as Hterature. Accordingly, 
the poet Is poet by virtue of his power 
to make himself the center and focus 
of things about him, but the scientific 
mind {fs such by virtue of its power to 
emancipate itself from human and 
rersonal consideration and rest with 
the naked fact. There is no art with- 
out the play of personality, and there 
is no science till we have escaped from 
personality and from all forms of the 
anthropomorphism that doth so eastly 
beset us.

The price of our progress as Mr. Bur- 
rough’'s sees it, is shown in the follow- 
ing abstract: As practical beings with 
need of food, shelter, transportation, 
we have to deal with the facts within 
the sphere of physical science; as so- 
cial, moral, nesthetic beings, we live in 
the super-sclentific world. Our house 
of life has upper stories that look off 
to the sky and stars, We are less of 
men than our fathers, have less pow- 
er of character, but are more as tools 
and vehicles of the scientific character, 
or rather intellect. Man lives in his 
emotions, his hopes, and fears, his 
loves and sympathies, his predilections 
and his affinities, more than In his 
reason. Hence as we have more and 
more sclence, we must have less and 
less great literature, less and less re- 
ligion, less and less war, less and less 
racial and political antagonisms; more 
and taore freedom and fellowship in all 
fields and with all peoples. 

And as we build up today, upon a 
sclentific foundation, our modern sys- 
tem of philosophy, which must also 
conform to the more idealistic form of 
society now being slowly, but surely 
evolved, these words of a veteran stu- 
dent of natural science are worthy of 
our greatest consideration.

the same basis as the rates from Fort 
William. At present the town tariff 
in Manitoba apples in both directions.

Commenting on the decision, Mr. 
Cowan states that If these requests 
had been granted it would not have 
been necessary to have granted any- 
thing else, because it would have put 
the rates of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
on the sume favored basis as the rates 
in Ontarlo, which were no doubt, made 
on a very low basis on account of wa- 
ter competition, and this water com- 
petition subsequently influenced the 
| rates throughout the rest of the pro- 
vinces of Ontario and Quebec. 

These rates between eastern points, 
based upon, or at least influenced, ei- 
ther directly or indirectly, by water 
competition, were in force before there 
was any traffic of consequence in eith- 
er Alberta or Saskatchewan. The 


fact that there was a difference be- 
tween the rates {n the east and the 
west cast the onus upon the railway} 


companies to show why a lower rate 
was charged in one section than tn 
another, 

Get Manitcha Scale. 

The provinces of Alberia and Sas- 
katchewan did not suceeed in getting 
the Ontario rates, Nevertheless in 
some instances the rates prevailing 
in the province of Manitoba were in 
some Instances lower than those tn 
eastern Canada, and wherever the 
rates were as low or lower in Mani- 
teba than they were in eastern Can- 
ada, then Alberta and Saskatchewan 
got the Manitoba rates. . 

The requests numbered 1, 2 and 3, 
while they were not granted In full, 
were, at least, insofar as number 2 and 
8 ure concerned, granted In part. 

The fourth request made on behalf 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan was as 
follows: 

(4) The cancellation of the present 
standard mileage tariff in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan and the substitution of 
the Manitoba standard and that what- 
ever reductions are made tn the Mant- 
teba scale shall also be made in Sas- 
Katchewan and Alberta, so that there

In this request Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan were most successful.
